crops of great iron, cbal, silver and gold de: 
posits’ that have been proved to abound all 
over the previnces, they have, so far but’

And it, is indicative of the national. spirit 
that the first endeavours of the Reform Party 
arc being directed towards a curtailment of 
the arbifrary and despotic powers welded 
with impunity by the ruling classes. That 
way, and that = only, lies salvation for 
China.
